King Report Blasted 
As a ‘Whitewash’ 


Memphis, Tenn. — (UPI) — James 
Earl Ray’s former attorney says a 
Justice Department investigation in- 
dicating Ray acted alone in assassi- 
nating Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. is 
“a whitewash'’ and “a cover-up.” 
“From the moment the shot was 
fired there’s been a cover-up,” said 
Robert Livingston, Ray's former at- 
torney. 

“It's a whitewash,” he said. “I 
don’t really feel the truth is ever going 
to be known if we depend upon the 
FBI or the Department of Justice to 
bring us the truth.” 

The Justice Department released a 
report saying it had found no evidence 


of “any connection between any al- 
leged conspirator (s) and James Earl 
Ray — including those sieged by Ray 
himself,” 

Ray is serving a 99-year prison sen- : 
tence at Brushy Mountain State Pris- 
on near Petros, Tenn. Aides there say 
he is “extremely uncommunicative” 
and would not comment on the report. 

The report developed by the Justice 
Department’s “Martin Luther King 
Task Force” found that during Ray’s 
imprisonment at Missouri State Pris- 
on he told inmates he “hated negro- 
es.” It said he vowed on several occa- 
sions to kill Dr. King “if the price was 
right.”
